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AMA announces Regional

The American Motorcyclist Association has announced a 16-race 
schedule of dirt track and TT events which will crown Novice, Junior 
and Expert division champions in each of the AMA’s three geographic 
regions. The 11 half mile dirt track and five TT events, spread across 
the AMA's eastern, central and western regions, will pay a total of 
$68,000 in prize money, with additional contingent prize money also to 
be offered.

Kenny Roberts, Randy Mamola 
and Marco Lucchinelli blurred across 
the finish line with respective race 
times of 42:04.70, 42:05.14 and 
42:05.39 for the closest finish yet in 
the 1981 World Championship Road 
Race Series. That race for the 
checkered flag took place at Hock- 
enheim, West Germany, May 3, in 
the second series race of the year. 
Following the top three were Boet 
van Dulmen in fourth, Michele 
Frutschi, Barry Sheene, Hiroyuki 
Kawasaki and Jack Middleburg. 
Factory Suzuki rider Mamola leads 
the points chase with a 27-point 
total over Yamaha's Roberts with 
15. Kawasaki and van Dulmen are 
tied for third at 14, and Barry 
Sheene holds down fifth with 13 
points. Sixth is Graeme Crosby 
(12), then Lucchinelli (10) and a tie 
between Frutschi and Middleburg 
(6). World Champion in the 250cc 
class, German Anton Mang, won 
both the 250 and 350cc events at 
Hockenheim. 


At the May 3 125cc French MX Grand 
Prix, Belgian Erik Geboers rode his 
works Suzuki to a 1-3 victory over 
Akira Watanabe, also  Suzuki- 
mounted. Watanabe placed 5-1, nar- 
rowly edging Gilera's Michele Rinaldi 
who put in a 4-2 afternoon. Fourth 
overall went to Giuseppe Andreani of 
Team KTM with a 3-4. In the 125cc 
World Championship MX Series point 
standings, Andreani and Rinaldi are 
tied for the lead with 80 points each; 
Geboers and Watanabe are tied for 
third with 75 points apiece; Marc 
Velkeneers and Harry Everts are tied 
for fifth with 70 each; and Gaston 
Rahier holds seventh vith 37. 


Yamaha's Neil Hudson turned in a 
1-2 moto tally to win the 250cc 
World Championship MX Series 
round at Schwanenstadt, Austria 
on May 3. Defending World Cham- 
pion Georges Jobe (Suz) was sec- 
ond overall off a 4-1 score, and 
KTM-mounted Kees van der Ven 
took third with a 5-3. American Mike 
Guerra (Hus) put together ninth 
and fifth place rides to post an un- 
official fifth overall, his best placing 
of the season. in the point 
standings, Jobe leads with 71, 
followed by van der Ven (44) and 
Hudson (39). 


Florida's Billy Labrie was taken to San 
Jose Community Hospital following his 
crash at the May 3 San Jose Mile. X- 
rays showed that his lower left leg was 
broken in two places, but after a cast 
was applied, Labrie got himself re- 
leased from the hospital, to return to 





Florida and have his own doctor on the 
case. 


If you're into soap operas, be sure 
to watch CBS's The Young and 
the Restless on May 12. Even if 
you're not, and prefer something 
less complicated like the Winston 
Pro Series, watch anyway. Ms. 
Winston, Lynn Griffis, has a 
speaking part on that episode, so 
be sure to tune in. By the way, 

does Lynn, whose bright red 
outfits brighten up race tracks 
from coast to coast, play in the day- 
time drama? A blood technician, 
natch. 


The San Jose Mile, filmed by ABC's 
Wide World of Sports, will be shown 
on Sunday, May 10. Reports at press- 
time say that a 30-minute segment will 
be aired, in conjunction with the Indy 
500 time trials. The same reports also 
say that if Indy gets rained out, the 
San Jose show will be shifted to 
Saturday, May 9. 


Bo O'Brochta was back in form for 
the May 2-3 NMRA Southeastern 
Nationals, snatching the Top Fuel 
win from runner-up Sam Wills at 
the Gainesville, FL event. O’Brochta 
turned in a 7.66 second, 186.33 
mph winning run on his Terminal 
Van Lines Kawasaki; Wills was 
also Kawasaki-mounted. Suzuki- 
backed Terry Vance did it again in 
the Pro Stock ranks, edging 
second placer Mike Keyte's 
Kawasaki with a 9.02/148.51 blast 
over Keyte's 9.03/147mph run. 
Mike Bruso topped the Funny Bike 
(previously called Super Eliminator) 
class with a 9.063/167.59 run on his 
Kawasaki. Geoff Masters’ 
Kawasaki bested the Pro Comp 


` class. In the new Super Modified 


class (similar to Pro Stock, but 
limited to 750cc) Mike Phillips won 
with an 11.03 second run on his 
Suzuki. 


How about a 500cc four-stroke short 
track race? Not just any race; a 
Winston Pro event. No, not yet, but 
after observing AMA's determination 
to find a form of racing to suit the 
unique qualities of the 500cc four- 
stroke, it's certainly on the way. For 
now, they've initiated a “pilot 
program” at Santa Fe Park in 
Hinsdale, IL. Starting May 27 and 
running for an undetermined period 
of time, depending on the results of 
the program, they'll be running a 
standard $1,500 short track program 
plus a single main event with 10 riders 
racing for a $300 minimum. There's no 
additional cost for short track entrants 





to enter the four-stroke race; the 10 
finalists will be selected by time trials. 
So, if you’re an Expert or Junior dirt 
tracker who'd like to try this new idea, 
haul your 500cc single or twin four- 
stroke over to Hinsdale. AMA could be 
showing us a quick glimpse into the 
future...Sorry, no two-strokes allowed. 


Papa's sources in Sacramento say 
that California's AB474, the Green 
Stickie “rip-off” bill suffered a set- 
back in the Assembly's Wildlife 
and Park committee last week. 
Norm Waters‘ the bill's author, de- 
cided not to put it up for a vote for 
fear of defeat. CORVA again paid 
for air fare to have former Bob 
Hayes flown up to the state capitol 
to lobby against the measure. In 
the committee hearing, Assembly- 
man Dick Floyd proved to be an 
ally, telling a representative of the 
cattlemen's lobby that, “You don't 
understand the Green Stickie fund. 
OHVers are the only group that 
doesn't get assistance from the 
general fund." Waters himself was 
heard to comment, "Any time you 
fool with the off-roaders, you hear 
more yowling than a cat in a room 
full of rocking chairs." 
people say that the tremendous re- 
sponse in the form of letters, etc., 
made the difference for the bill, 
since the powerful cattlemen's 
lobby had backed it. 


In other legislative news, Assembly Bill 
694 was reported to be moving along 
quite nicely. AB694 is a Sagebrush Re- 
bellion-related measure, guaranteeing 
public access to any federal lands 
taken over by the state. 


In AMA Pro half mile racing at 
Ascot Park May 1, Steve Monger 
topped the Junior/Expert main 
event, taking the checkered in 
front of Chris Cannon and Rich 
Volk. In the Novice main, Pete 
Hames was again the winner, this 
time over Mike Vital and David 
Boyles. 


The North Bay Motorcycle Club's Saw- 
mill Enduro has been postponed by 
the U.S. Forestry Service in the name 
of motherhood. The Service says that 
deer in the area are going to have their 
fawns on the original date, so now a 
November 22 event is planned. You 
may contact the club at 415 Davis St., 
Santa Rosa, CA 95401. 


Five-time U.S. Observed Trials 
Champion Marland Whaley has 
signed with Cosmopolitan Motors 
to campaign two new “White 
Wonder” Montesa 349 Cotas in the 
"81 U.S. series. 


The third Annual CMC Four-Stroke 
Championships will be held at Carlsbad 
Raceway on July 19, and entries are 
now being accepted. The event will 
again boast a $1000 cash purse for the 
racers in the Open class, and this year 
an additional percentage of the entry 
fee will be paid back to the racers in 
the 500cc classes. Sponsorship for the 
one-day meeting is already locked u 
by the Horsepower Factory, and ad- 
ditional product participation is being 
planned by Bel Ray, O'Neal Dist., 
IRC Tires, White Brothers, Pro-Tec, 
Franks Racing Products, and S&W 
Engineering. This will be the first of 
two four-stroke CMC-sanctioned events 
at Carlsbad this year. The seventh 
Annual Four-Stroke Nationals is set 
this year for November 29.

Dick "King Richard” Burleson 
leads his Husqvarna teammate 
Mike Melton by a margin of 12 
points after four of the 12 rounds in 
the AMA National Championship 
Enduro Series. Burleson tied the 
all-time record for consecutive 
championships last year, a record 
set in 1968 by Bill Baird. Baird, who 
now serves as a Class A member 
on the AMA Board of Trustees, 
rode a Triumph to those seven 
crowns. Next National Enduro will 
be held at Shreveport, LA on May

Match Race snippets

Dan Chivington's sponsor George Vicensi did not have a happy Easter. After 
Dan totalled his Yamaha at the Friday meeting of the Transatlantic Match 
Race Series, George had his attache case stolen as he was checking out of his 
London hotel. "I lost everything that was reasonably important," he said, 
"passport, travelers checks, tuning notes, address book and worst of all, the 
carnet for the bike. Mind you, there's not a lot left of it to hang a carnet on!” 
Dan and George feel they pee from their experiences and are eager to 
return next year. "Dan would like to think about doing the Isle of Man TT on 


my Ducati,” said George. "It's an ideal bike for the course, and I can see after 
this weekend he's got the right approach. We'll be back." 


Chivington isn't the only one considering running in the TT. Dale Single- 
ton will be flying over to the Island later this week to take a look at the 
course and has been engaged in serious negotiations with the organi- 
zers. “1 can about fund my Grand Prix season on what l'd earn at the 
TT,” he explained, “so | think it's definitely worth considering.” Dale 
and Aussie mechanic John Redding gave the Austrian GP a miss, 
preferring to stay in England and concentrate on getting their new 
RG500 Suzuki properly prepared for the ensuing races. 


After Roger Marshall retired from the first race at Oulton with piston 
trouble, the Moriwaki team changed the Kawasaki engine on their alloy- 
framed Formula 1 bike in 27 minutes. 


‘Bruce Maus from Claremont, NY rode in the 250cc race at Oulton on a 
Yamaha, finishing 17th. He has starts in the French and German GPs, 
and also hopes to take in the TT on the Isle of Man. "I've been told | do 
need to take another bike to ride a different class there, though," said 
Bruce. “I’ve saved for five years to get to Europe, and I’m staying here 
until | run out of money." Maus spent two days working on the 
American team bikes in lieu of racing himself. Alongside him was U.S. 
Kawasaki's Donny Dove, who strove manfully to get Wes Cooley's 
borrowed TZ750 to stay in one piece. Sometimes it did, other times it 
didn't...! 


Staying with Barry Sheene for the summer while he races his Harris-framed 
Honda in UK Formula 1 TT races is the original Latin Lover, Roberto Pietri. 
The Los Angeles-based Venezuelan also hopes to do some of the GPs, either 
on a private Suzuki, or if his contacts through the Venezuelan importer 
Andres Ippolito come off, a factory Yamaha similar to his friend Barry 
Sheene's. It's by no means certain yet that he'll do the Pro-Am series, which 
would give him the chance to race more in Europe. 


Rich Schlachter is set for a season in Europe, between defending his 
U.S. road race title back home. But he won't be riding his 750 any more 
except in the U.S., concentrating exclusively on his 250, for which he 
has starts in all the GPs. “You have to have a factory bike to be in the 
first 10 in the 500cc class,” said Rich, "I know it's still possible to do 
well as a private entrant in the 250cc class, so that's why I'm doing it.” 


Two out of the three 250cc races in the supporting program to the Trans- 
atlantic series over the weekend were won by the Rotax-powered CCM Arm- 
strong British machines, on which Aussie Jeff Sayle finished fifth at Daytona 
in the team's first outing. Development has proceeded apace since then, and 
the bike now has a new frame m has shed 20 pounds. Even 250cc UK special- 
ist Charlie Williams couldn't look at the CCMs for top speed on his power- 
valve H model Yamaha, and this was amply demonstrated at Mallory where 
Steve Tonkin on the CCM passed Williams down the straight as if he were 
standing still. Charlie confirmed after that his bike was running as good as it 
could, so perhaps the writing is on the wall for piston por power in 250 
racing. Who'll be the first to use a Rotax-powered bike in the States? 


Suzuki UK's New Zealand star Graeme Crosby romped to three vic- 
tories in a row in the supporting 500cc races at the Transatlantic 
meetings over the Easter weekend, and he used a 1980 model RG500 
to do it. This machine was still good enough to beat the new Kawasaki 
KR500 of Kork Ballington on each occasion, though the Kwacker led 
the last race at Oulton Park until three laps from the end. "Riding this 
bike again after the new ones makes me realize why Suzuki didn't win 
the World Championship last year," said a happy Croz after, "It's slow!” 


Crosby had only one race at each meeting, so spent the rest of each race day in 
pursuit of his new hobby — photography. Trackside clickers were surprised 
to be joined by the man they usually see through the lens; Croz claims he 'got 
some good snaps' of teammate Randy Mamola, but was reluctant to lay any of 
his work open for inspection. There's no truth in the rumor that he forgot to 
remove the lens cap! 


A much-discussed rumor was the one that next year's Transatlantic 
will become a Transcontinental event, with the addition of a third 
team from Australia and New Zealand. On current form, such a team 
would be very hard to beat, with riders of the like of Crosby, Wayne 
Gardner, Gregg Hansford, Jeff Sayle, Graeme Geddes, John Woodley, 
etc. available for selection. It may yet happen.

Friend in need 


As my son receives Cycle News each 
week in the mail, I was reading the 
write-up by Ron Lawson, about the 
Coors race at Saddleback on April 
12th, and it stated that the race was a 
success with no serious injuries. 

Perhaps Mr. Lawson isn’t aware of 
this, but I felt I just had to write you, 
that my son Mike Harrison, rider 
number 13T just raced in the 250cc 
Intermediate class race. He has raced 
this track many times in the past, but 
now his racing days are over. In this 
race he was hit from behind by 
another rider coming off a jump, and 
the rider’s bike hit Mike in the middle 
of the back, and he was paralyzed on 
impact. He was rushed to Santa Ana/ 
Tustin Community Hospital, and 
underwent eight hours of surgery. His 
spine was seriously damaged, and he 
was in ICU for four days. 

He is permanently paralyzed now 
from the waist down, the doctors say 
for the rest of his life, and he just 
turned 22 this month. He has been 
transferred to Sharp Rehabilitation 
Center in San Diego, and we don't 
know how long he will be there for 
treatment. 

Mike always knew the risks involved 
in racing, and enjoyed it, and although 
he has no ill feeling toward the other 
rider whoever he may be, I’m sure the 
other doesn’t realize how badly Mike 
was injured. 

Mike has many friends in motocross 
racing, and if you feel you could do a 
write-up about this serious accident, 
he would enjoy hearing from his fellow 
racers.

Trails — do it yourself 


Jerry Counts’ discussion of the pro- 
posed Sequoia National Forest trail 
system seasonal closures leads to the 
obvious “we shoulda known” conclusion 
... If we want an ORV trail system, we 
have to do it ourselves. 

On April 16th, the California Off- 
Road Vehicle Association, in discussions 
with Mr. Norm Arsenault, Recreation 
Supervisor for the Sequoia, offered its 
assistance to develop and participate 








in a user-oriented trail monitoring and 
maintenance program. We are fortu- 
nate to have a large number of active 
members, both motorcyclists and four- 
wheelers, willing to participate. 

The Sequoia trail systems extend 
from the Kern Plateau (Kennedy Mea- 
dows) to Bakersfield, to Visalia. The 
most critical needs for public partici- 
pation are in Devil’s Canyon, east of 
Visalia, and the Frog Meadows trail 
near California Hot Springs, both of 
which are scheduled for permanent 
closure (“until restoration can be ac- 
complished,” which with the Forest 
Service’s reduced budget means per- 
manent). Trail maintenance and ero- 
sion control are vital to extending the 
use period in the Kennedy Meadows 
area. 

In return for our efforts, what we 
hope to gain is that the existing ORV 
trails and open areas will be removed 
from wilderness consideration so that 
we won't be spending our time and 


energy building nice hiking trails. Any- 


one who would like to help can send 
their names, addresses, with dates and 
areas where they can work, to 
CORVA, Sequoia Project, P.O. Box 
251, Mira Loma, CA 91752 (If you 
happen to be curious about CORVA 
membership, too, that wouldn't hurt 
our feelings, and we'll be glad to send 
you information). This won't be just 
an "extra opportunity" to ride the 
trails; it's hard, serious labor. But, any- 
one who has ever seen the Washington 
State trail systems knows what honest 
user effort can do, and knows it will be 
worth it! If the ORV sites are removed 
from study, CORVA hopes to have its 
team in place by June to serve on an as 
needed basis. If you want to help, 
we're here to help you do it! 

In the meantime, there are a few 
parts of the proposed plan, that aren't 
particularly public knowledge, that 
should be made known: There is a 
study underway to decide whether or 
not to convert the Wild Rose Trail at 
Kennedy Meadows into part of the 
Sierra Crest Hiking Traill Those who 
feel the Wild Rose is an important 
part of a "total recreation experience" 
should write to Norm at 900 W. Grand 
Ave., Porterville, CA 93257, and tell 
him so. You might also tell him you 
support his plan to develop connector 
trails between existing trail systems 
that were interrupted by the Golden 











Trout Wilderness. 

Another “off-the-record” plan was 
to enforce the rules that ORV's could 
not be operated on the paved Forest 
Service roads. Fortunately our discus- 
sion led to consideration of establishing 
"corridors" to allow access to trail- 
heads. Letters of support are needed 
here, too. Even more important is for 
riders who go to the Sequoia in the 
interim to "cool it" on the pavement. 
Last year there were three accidents — 
which is why they're thinking of en- 
forcement — two of which involved a 
motorcycle versus a logging truck. Be- 
sides the advantage of protecting your 
access, protecting your life is a heavy 
benefit. Since there is no parking at 
most of the trailheads, certainly not 
for large motorhomes or campers with 
trailers — the "street legal or push it" 
requirement would close access to the 
trails for most of us.

Well this is fine and dandy 
for racers, but what about you week- 
end riders that don't have the time or 
money to race professionally? We all 
use the same land for off-roading 
regardless if it is an organized event or 
a carefree weekend, and the BLM is 
trying to take away that freedom from 
us all. I for one am very curious as to 
why the motorcycle industry and 
motorcyclists in general do not 
participate in many off-road events 
and organizations. If motorcyclists are 
not off-roaders, just what are they?

Springer tops the 
Scotts in San 
Jose runaway

“It was so divine!” screamed Harley-Davidson's 
Jay Springsteen to the winner's circle crowd at 
the D.I.D/Daido San Jose Mile. Springer had 
just run away from the pack to take National 


win number 27, beating the Scott 
brothers, Gary and Hank, in the 
process. 

Springsteen needs just two 
more National wins to tie the current 
leader, Kenny Roberts. His San Jose 
win marked mile victory number 
eight, tying him for the lead in that 
category with Bobby Hill. 

While Springer marched off to a 
lead of several seconds and Gary Scott 
ran much of the race in the runner-up 
position, Hank Scott had to come 
through the pack from a poor start to 
claim third after a good battle with 
several riders. 

Ricky Graham eventually finished 
fourth, followed by Alex Jorgensen, 
Mike Kidd and Steve Eklund. Eklund 
retained the points lead, but Spring- 
steen moved to second ahead of Kidd, 


who rode a Harley-Davidson. 

The expected showdown at the Bob 
Barkhimer-promoted San Jose event 
between the Harleys, the Hondas and 
the new Yamahas failed to materialize, 
although all three were there. The 
Hondas of Freddie Spencer and Jeff 
Haney had trouble all morning and 
failed to make the 48-rider cut. Kidd 
elected to ride Mert Lawwill's Harley- 
Davidson instead of the freshly-pieced- 
together Yamaha, but Rookie Jimmy 
Filice took a slightly more tested Virago- 
based machine and made it through 
time trials. Though Filice didn't make 
the National field, he ultimately chal- 
lenged for the lead in the Trophy Race 
before finishing third. 


“I think it was pretty good, all things 
considered," said Mert Lawwill when 
asked about the Yamaha's debut. “We 





had a few teething problems; the 
suspension we don't have totally 
worked out only because it's new and 
we don't know what to do. We'll have 
to change the power curve of the 
engine a little bit. These are all things 
we had to get out here and see in order 
to know exactly what to do. So it gives 
us a great start. I'm very encouraged.” 

The optimism was not shared in the 
Honda camp. “We had all kinds of 
problems,” said Jerry Griffith. “We 
were dragging the pipes going in the 
corners, and we have some heating 
problems; stuff we're going to have to 
work out. We're having an air leak. It's 

just a matter of working it all out. We 
had it worked out really good on the 
dyno, but these radiators are different 
and they don't work as well as one on 
the pump." 

Time trials 

‘A near sell-out crowd was gathering 
on a fine spring day as riders took to 
the track for time trials. The track, 
tacky in practice, had dried out quite 
a bit and times were down over previous 
years. A thorough watering just before 
the heats would leave it in good shape 
for the race, however. 

Ricky Graham survived a slide to 
the fork stops in turn three to turn in 
the fastest lap, a 38.287-second clock- 
ing on the Ron Wood/Klotz/Wiseco/ 
Alphabet/Shoei/Dellorto/Sam's Mobil 
Harley-Davidson. The pole in the sec- 
ond heat went to Steve Eklund's Castrol/ 
Arai/Storme Winter Harley with a 
38.358. Randy Goss put his Brent 
Thompson-tuned factory XR750 on 
the pole of the third heat, and Mike 
Kidd turned in the fourth fastest time. 
Springsteen and his Bill Werner-tuned 
bike were fifth fastest. 

While the Harleys took the top 
spots, Filice qualified the Yamaha 
26th fastest at 39.499. With the prob- 
lems that the Hondas were having, 
Spencer wound up as second alternate 
to the field. 


Heats 


Ricky Graham and Scott Pearson 
argued over the front spot as the first 
heat got underway, but Springsteen 
settled the argument by the end of the 
first lap. Once Springer was out front, 
it was adios until the checkered: flag 


nine laps later. With two National 
transfers still up for grabs, a four-rider 
battle for second developed by lap 
four. Pearson, Graham, Gene Romero 
and Steve Morehead traded positions 
at the passing of every draft. 

Towards the end of the heat, Romero 
faded somewhat but Pearson, Graham, 
and Morehead were still hard at it. 
Going into the final lap Pearson was 
second in front of Graham and More- 
head. But through the last two corners 
and the subsequent drag race to the 
finish line, Graham and Cyclear/ 
Diamond Bill/KK Supply-sponsored 
Morehead got to the checkered flag a 
few milliseconds sooner. Pearson and 
Terry Poovey placed 4-5. 

Steve Eklund and Scott Parker jump- 
ed into the top two spots in the second 
heat. Once Gary Scott displaced Bubba 
Shobert from third, it became a three- 
rider battle, and they gave up little to 
biblical heroes in use of the slingshot. 
Eklund and Scott did most of the lead- 
ing, but Parker moved from first to 
third to second to first to etc., with 
regularity. Scott, sponsored by KK 
Supply and Sisemore Traveland, final- 
ly broke ahead on the last two laps to 
take the win. In the race off the fourth 
turn, Wiseco/Klotz/H-D-sponsored 
Parker nosed ahead of Eklund. Shobert 
was fourth, followed by Ronnie Jones 
and Jim Filice. 

A truly killer holeshot was turned in 
by Randy Goss at the start of the third 
heat. Goss was never challenged for 
the lead, turning in 10 laps in five 
seconds less time than the second fastest 
heat. While Goss was out front, 
Wayne Rainey and Garth Brow traded 

itions only on lap 2-9. Finally Brow, 
backed by Cummings H-D, Arai and 
Klotz, took the runpr-up spot and left 
Chris /Sandy Rainey/Connely 
Machine/H&H Workshop-sponsored 
Rainey to the other National transfer.

On the 15th lap, the winner's circle 
was set as Hank Scott put a move on 
Kidd to take over third. Graham and 
Eklund ran 5-6. 

The remaining laps saw Hank pull 
closer and closer to his brother, but 
time would run out before he got 
within drafting range. 

In fourth, Kidd was having a hard 
time with Graham and late in the 
race, Alex Jorgensen. It came down to 
the last lap, when both Graham and 
Jorgensen got by Kidd to place 4-5. 

Steve Eklund placed seventh, with 
Wayne Rainey, Brow and Bubba 
Shobert rounding out the top 10. 
Rickey Campbell, Terry Poovey and 
Ted Boody placed 11-13, while Scott 
Parker dropped out midway through 
the race but still collected a National 
point.

around. It was just like a Sunday 
drive," said Springer. "Everything 
worked great. I thought in the last five 
laps they were going to start catching 
me because I noticed my tire was going 
away, but I looked around, turned 
around, looked all over the place and I 
didn't see anybody!" 

"I really needed the points," said 
Gary Scott. "We did good down in 
Florida and then we had a few problems 
at Sacramento, so I needed a few 
points to get up close to these guys in 
the point standings. At least we got 
that part." 

“That start line has a voodoo on me, 
I think. I don’t know what it is. I 
always get bad starts here. In the heat 
races I get pretty good starts, but in 
the main event — I don’t care if I’m on 
the front row in the best place for 
traction, I always get last or second to 
last off the line.” So commented Hank 
Scott on his San Jose starting tradition. @

Transatlantic Trophy Match 


Races 


U.S. wins three, 
but loses series

America’s two-year grip on the Transatlantic 
Trophy Match Race Series was broken over the 
1981 Easter weekend, when the nine-man U.S. 
team was defeated by its British counterpart 


by 466 points to 345 over the six- 
race series. It was the greatest 
margin of victory in the 11-year 
history of the annual contest. 


The U.S. won three of the races, 
however, thanks to brilliant riding by 
Randy Mamola on his 1980 factory 


RG500 Suzuki. At one time, he looked 
set to scoop the $25,000 special prize 
for the first rider to win all six races in 
a series; fate dictated otherwise, though. 

Team captain Dale Singleton was 
top points scorer for the USA with 65 
after some tigerish rides, while on the 
British side John Newbold surprised 





many by outscoring Barry Sheene and 
Dave Potter to emerge as top overall 
points man with 72 on his four-stroke 
Yoshimura-based Suzuki. The inex- 
perience of the U.S.’s lower order 
riders, coupled with equipment prob- 
lems, told against the visiting team, 
while an estimated 130,000 people 
paid to watch the weekend's three days 
of racing. 


Preliminaries 

Yamaha's well-publicized decision 
not to release Kenny Roberts to ride 
for the USA, coupled with the absence 
of Dave Aldana and Mike Baldwin 
(endurance racing for Honda at Le 
Mans) meant a less-than strongest 
American team was announced after 
Daytona in March. 

Indeed, Daytona performances ob- 
viously weighed heavily in team selec- 
tion; winner Dale Singleton headed 
the line-up with his TZ750, though his 
attention between rounds was pretty 
much directed towards the spanking 
new Mk. 6 RG500 that also graced his 
corner of the paddock. With the Aus- 
trian GP — first round of the FIM 
World Championship — the following 
weekend — Dale and Aussie mechanic 
John Redding had their eyes on the 
rest of the season. The Dalton, GA 
rider had to leave his four-hoofed 


friend Elmer behind thanks to U.K. 
quarantine regulations, but was as 
vocal as ever in generating team spirit. 
A football-style huddle on the start 
line of the first race at Brands had the 
Brits psyched out, and the help and 
encouragement both Dale and 
Mamola gave to the rookie teamsters 
was considerable, several times leading 
a freight train of U.S. first-timers 
round the different tracks on a racing 
school for real. 

Mamola was using an '80 model 
team RG500, while his '81 model was 
on its way to Austria, mentor Jim 
Doyle was U.S. team manager. Daytona 
Superbike winner Wes Cooley had 
hoped to be riding the other kind of 
racing Suzuki, but arrived in England 
without his trusty four-stroke. Word 
was that Fujio Yoshimura and Gavin 
Trippe have yet to clear up a little 
matter of expenses outstanding from 
last year's series. "We don't get paid, 
there's no bike," were Fujio's com- 
ments to me at Daytona, and he was as 
good as his word, leaving Wes to scout 
around for replacement equipment. 

Having failed to persuade Suzuki UK 
to lend him one of their four-strokes — 
lack of spares was the ultimate excuse 
— Wes found himself saddled with his 
first stroker ride for three years on an 
ex-Roger Marshall TZ750 owned by 








English sponsor George Beale. The 
bike no-showed for Thursday practice 
at Brands Hatch and arrived late on 
Friday race morning, only partially 
prepared. Never having sat on the bike 
until two hours before the first race, 
Cooley had natural misgivings about 
the whole deal and spent the weekend 
bemoaning the lack of his trusty four- 
stroke. Given that Newbold ended up 
р points scorer оп a less highly de- 
veloped version of Wes's Yoshimura 
bike, Fujio’s sticking to his principles 
obviously cost the U.S. team dearly. 

Against that, American hopes took 
an upswing when American Honda 
surprised many by announcing that 
they were prepared to release Freddie 
Spencer to ride another brand of mo- 
torcycle in the series: “Honda feels it’s 
important that America has the best 
possible team,” said PR chief (and 
Freddie’s new manager) Stuart Row- 
lands. 

Ace Austrian tuner Harald Bartol 
provided a brand new Mk. 6 RG500 
Suzuki owned by Bel-Ray and 
Johnson, destined for a Belgian rider 
after Freddie had run it in during the 
match races. Sporting Bartol’s own 
к pelos barrels, heads and pistons, 
the engine's porting was particularly 
special, and produced a wider power 
band and better torque and top speed, 
using standard timing discs and pipes. 
Bartol was unhappy with the lack of 
time to prepare the bike — “We had 
to build it in two days, which I don't 
think is right, but the RG is the only 
production race bike you can race 
practically out of the crate." Even so, 
Freddie suffered a broken gearbox oil 
seal in Thursday practice, then a main 
bearing went on Friday morning, caus- 
ing him to miss the first race. 

Once the bike was sorted out, it was 
possibly the fastest in either team. 
Freddie scored joint fastest lap in the 
last race of the six, at Oulton. 

Current U.S. Road Race Champion 
Rich Schlachter seemed a man in form 
after two second places at Daytona in 
the 200 and the Twins. Suffering a 
heavy cold throughout the weekend — 
“The English doctor I saw said I had a 
social disease when I knew damn well I 
had a virus," said Rich. "So I turned 
right round and flew back to the States 
for treatment and some medication 
before I went to Paul Ricard. I feel 
better, but I can't breathe through my 
nose, and my helmet keeps getting 
misted over." 

In spite of such problems, Schlachter 


proceeded to put in some truly out- 
standing rides on his Kevin Cameron- 
prepared McLean Yamaha, so much 
so that after two days he was top 
overall points scorer in either team. 
Failure to score at Oulton through no 
fault of his own meant he slipped a 
little in the final standings, but British 
spectators were mighty impressed by 

ich's performances, and his European 
reputation grows apace. With the 
right backing he could be a powerful 
threat in Grand Prix racing. 

Miami veteran John Long made the 
team on his TZ500 — the bike he rode 
in the TT last year, not the '81 model 
he had a ‘For Sale’ sign stuck on at 
Daytona. Though he scored points in 
every race, it was hard to see John as 
other than making up the numbers on 
the grid, and even with a good start 
(he was second into the first corner at 
Oulton, yet still only finished 10th), he 
never looked likely to get in the high 
points. 

A total contrast was Nicky Richichi, 
AMA Rookie of the Year in '80 and 
shoestring racer par excellence. Once 
he'd proved to himself that he could 
run with the best (which he did by 

ing Barry Sheene at Brands), Nicky 
showed he has determination to match 
his ability, picking up speed and points 
as his knowledge of the strange circuits 
increased, and bouncing back from a 
potentially terminal get-off at Mallory 





in the first race there. By the end of 
the series his TZ750 looked pretty 
shell-shocked, but the 26-year old New 
Yorker felt it had all been worthwhile. 
"I felt it was an honor to have been 
picked for the team, and I was glad to 
come not just for the glory but also be- 
cause you have to start somewhere in 
Europe. And this seemed as good a 
place as any. I just wish we had a lot 
more practice at the second two tracks 
(Mallory and Oulton). I went well at 
Brands because I had three hours un- 
disturbed to set up the jetting and sus- 
pension, and learn the track. At the 
other places they just give you three 
practices of about five minutes each, 
and that's no exageration. The British 
race there all the time, but I wonder 
how well they'd do if they tried to race 
Loudon with only 15 minutes' practice 
against Schlachter and the rest of us?" 

This lack of track time to set up was 
also echoed by the other two team 
members and fellow rookies Dan 
Chivington and Jimmy Adamo, fifth 
and seventh respectively at Daytona. 
The 200-miler was Dan's first ride on a 
750, George Vicensi's TZ. His was not 
to be a happy weekend, though to 
their credit both he and George saw 
the series as providing a valuable lesson 
in the degree of organization needed 
to run overseas. Adamo was also dogged 
by difficulty, starting the series with 
a bent frame as a legacy from an 
incident at Imola; he really only looked 
at home at Brands — more practice 
needed, again. 

Against the U.S. team, depleted by 
absence, was ranged a strong British 
line-up headed by two-times 500cc 
World Champ Barry Sheene, now back 
on works шаа with Егу Kanemoto 
attending to his pair of Yamahas — 
one a standard-framed 500cc and the 
other a Harris-frame with choice of 
500 or 750cc motors. Dave Potter had 
a similar choice, with two 750s and a 
500 sponsored by BP. Tuner Ted 
Broad was the British team manager. 

Steve Parrish should have ridden in 
the series, but broke his left wrist the 
week before in a horrific crash at 
Donington when he was involuntarily 
run over by both Roberts and 
Mamola. His replacement was a politi- 
cal one — all form and experience 
pointed to Mick GRant, now running 
a private Yoshimura Suzuki, but his 
face doesn’t fit with the UK promoters 
right now, and the mantle fell on rela- 
tive unknown Steve Henshaw, with a 
choice of RG and TZ750. It’s nice 
when your sponsor knows the Right 
People. 

Factory-assisted Suzuki RG500 rider 
Keith Huewen — top British scorer 
last year — and Yamaha TZ500- 
mounted Graham Wood completed 
the UK stroker line up, while Huewen's 
teammate John Newbold rode the 
four-stroke. Roger Marshall — 18th at 
Daytona — was mounted on one of the 
most interesting bikes from a technical 
standpoint, the Moriwaki Kawasaki 
with ultra-lightweight frame made 
from square alloy tubing. Claimed all- 
up weight is just 338 pounds, and an 
even lighter and lower version is ap- 
parently on the way. As it is, M. 's 
teammate Aussie Wayne Gardner leads 
the UK Superbike class by a country 
mi 


le. 

Completing the British team were 
Honda UK teamsters Ron Haslam and 
Joey Dunlop — first Irishman to race 
in the Transatlantic, and fastest man 
round the TT course at over 115 mph. 
Joey isn't really a short-circuit racer as 
even he admits, and in any case he suf- 
fered throughout the weekend with a 
badly swollen knee from which fluid 
had to be drawn off before every race. 
Did he bang his knee on a course mark- 
er or maybe the pavement? Not a bit 
— as befits an Irishman he slipped 
outside the pub in the Brands Hatch 
paddock. Both were riding 1100cc 
Honda Formula 1 bikes. 








BRANDS HATCH, APR. 17 

Fine weather with a biting North 
wind greeted the teams as they 
lined up for the first two races. 
Consternation reigned in the 


American team when it was found that 
the Goodyear tires that had been sent 
over were seemingly of the wrong com- 
pound — but without a technician 
from the tire company, nobody could 
be sure. What was for certain was that 
the rears especially were breaking up 
after only a few laps, losing grip and 
rolling the rubber into long strips on 
the edge. 

Mamola and Spencer were already 
on Dunlops front and rear, to be joined 
by Cooley and Singleton. The others 
fitted a Dunlop rear except for Long 
who was on Michelins and Richichi 
who couldn't afford a new tire and 
hadn't thought of asking for one for 
free. He stayed on Goodyears through- 
out, the only one to do so. All the Brits 
used Dunlops, except for Sheene who 
occasionally had a Michelin rear: the 
change of tire companies was a major 
decision for the Michelin-contracted 
star. 

Practice mean trouble for Spencer, 
whose crank rebuild could not be com- 
pleted in time for the first race, aud 
Haslam, whose Honda broke a crank- 
shaft: he took over Dunlop's machine, 
while Joey rode the slower TT Formula 


machine. 
Mamola led race one from the start, 


only to be passed by Barry Sheene on 
lap two. A roar from the crowd signi- 
fied the entry of Britain's hero into the 
start line area, but his turn at the front 
was short-lived, as Randy passed him 
the next lap and steadily drew away to 
win. Marshall's Moriwaki stopped with 
no oil pressure, and Graham Wood 
unloaded in spectacular fashion. He 
was unhurt. Behind Sheene, Dave 
Potter led his fellow influenza sufferer 
Rich Schlachter until lap six, when 
Rich squeezed past. Three laps later, 
he promoted himself to second as 
Sheene slowed. Dale Singleton was also 
charging and slipped past Potter on 
the last lap to place third. Huewen was 
fifth for Britain, followed by Haslam's 
Honda and Sheene, who at one stage 
was passed by an in ingly confident 
Richichi. Barry made it back past him 
again before the end, though, while 
Nicky was passed literally on the line 
by Henshaw. Adamo would have been 
next, but he too was just edged out in 
the last 100 yards by John Newbold. 
American hopes were high though, 
and the huge crowd (around 55,000) 
silent when the results showed the U.S. 
leading by 69 to 67 after the first | 
even without Freddie Spencer. Could 
the home team fight back? 

The answer was yes, as after a hold 
up for Cooley to appear — still trying 
to sort out his borrowed machine and 
relearn the art of riding a two-stroke 
— the field set off on the second leg, 
this time including Spencer. Not for 
long, though. After holding a secure 
fourth place, Freddie slo on lap six 
to stop just before the line with a 
broken gear in the water pump drive. 
He still pushed over to claim valuable 
points for the U.S. 

Ahead, Mamola had charged into 
another immediate lead, from which 
this time he was never headed. After 
getting the better of Potter on lap two, 
Schlachter was equally secure in second, 
ahead of Potter, Newbold and Huewen. 

A superb fighting ride brought 
Richichi all the way up from 16th on 
lap two to sixth at the end, passing 
Haslam on the last lap and proving if 
you have determination you can sur- 
prise even yourself. Nicky was really 
pumped after the race, as he had every 
right to be. On his way up the field he 
passed Singleton — also a slow starter 
— and Dale tucked in behind to also 
p= the Honda as they crossed the 
ine, to place seventh. 





That was the total of the good news 
as far as the U.S. was concerned. 
Adamo had unloaded on a fast right- 
hander and badly damaged his bike, 
fortunately emerging unscathed him- 
self. Worse still was to befall Dan 
Chivington: After a ride which had the 
whole U.S. contingent cheering, as he 
made the most of a good start to place 
sixth on lap six and looking to move up 
past Marshall's Moriwaki into fifth, he 
was involved in a truly horrifying crash 
on the fast right-hander before the 
start line. The GV Performance Yama- 
ha endoed a couple of times and was a 
total write-off. Steve Henshaw close 
behind was also brought down but 
managed to push his bike to the line to 
score points. Dan was thankfully un- 
hurt, and afterwards claimed Marshall 
had deliberately taken out his front 
wheel. Certainly, there were tire marks 
on his front slider, but it seems more 
likely that he got slightly off line on 
this notoriously tricky off-camber 
corner and just clipped the rear of the 
four-stroke. Whatever, from riding 
high, U.S. hopes were now slipping, as 
the Brits left Brands seven points to 
the good — 139 to 132. It was the 
turning point of the series. 


MALLORY PARK, APR. 20 

The Saturday rest day provided 
valuable respite for the U.S. team. 
Spencer’s Suzuki was rebuilt 
again; Adamo borrowed a frame 
from Barry Sheene to replace his own, 
by now well and truly wrecked; and 
Chivington was on a completely differ- 
ent bike, a '79 TZ750 borrowed from 
John Newbold's former sponsor, slot- 
machine king Dave Orton. The Appleby 
Glade team machine had a Spondon 
frame which rapidly wore George 
Vicensi's patience thin: “Seems in de- 
signing this bike they chose the most 
difficult way to do everything,” was his 
comment as he tried to improve the 
wiggly handling by fitting his own swing- 
arm to epis de wheelbase. Dan 
reported no ill effects after his get-off, 
but the new bike's characteristics 
were entirely different than his own: 
"It just comes on with an incredible 
bang, and you have to be ready when 
it does, else you're in big trouble! Also, 
it really doesn't handle at all yet, but 
we're working on it." Dan was wearing 
a set of Rich Schlachter's leathers after 
trashing his own in the accident. 

By contrast, the Brits had relatively 
little to do. Only major engine work 
was to Haslam's Honda, which appeared 
with a new engine for the Sunday meet- 
ing. And Rocket Ron put it to good 
use, after solving initial braking prob- 
lems with a change of rear suspension 
units — Konis were fitted to both 
Hondas, which are not (yet) mono- 
shocked. Otherwise the rest of the 
British team had little to do other than 
routine maintenance — to the point 
that Sheene was able to lend sporting 
assistance to Freddie Spencer's mechan- 
ics in helping them sort out the trouble- 
some RG Suzuki — a motorcycle he 
helped develop during his years as a 
factory rider. 

America looked good at the start of 
race three as Schlachter led lap one 
from Spencer, with the thunderi 
four-strokes of Haslam and Newbol 
close behind. But all eyes were on the 
back of the field, where Randy 
Mamola was touring dejectedly round 
with no front brake lever. His Suzuki 
UK teammate John Newbold's leathers 
had caught the lever on the start line, 
and the first Randy knew of it was 
when he arrived at the first turn and 
reached for empty air. A $25,000 
freak accident. Lap two and Fast 
Freddie led the pack, his Suzuki at last 
running perfectly. Schlachter had 
dropped to third behind a charging 
Haslam, who swept past Spencer into 
the lead on lap four followed by New- 
bold two laps later. 
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The tight hairpin at Mallory was 
certainly favori: the four-strokes, 
whose engine braking and torque on 
acceleration gained 30 yards or more 
each lap over the pursuing strokers. "I 
could have won = if I'd had my 
Suzuki,” said a crestfallen Wes Cooley 
after the race. You had to agree with 
him — as it was he pulled off after five 
laps with detonation on his Yamaha. 


Up front, Haslam extended his lead 
to nearly the length of the straight be- 
fore taking the checkered flag on his 
howling Honda to score the first four- 
stroke win in the series since Peter 
Williams on the John Player Norton in 
1973. It was also the first British victory 
of any kind since the 1979 Mallory 
round, Winner that day was John New- 
bold. Today, he finished seven seconds 
back, just ahead of Schlachter. Rich 
actually got ahead for a while, but was 
үре. He was all but pipped on the 
line by Spencer who looked happy on 
the bike for the first time in the series. 

The next six finishers were all 
British, though, and this race effective- 
ly meant the end of U.S. hopes in the 
series. The UK was now 47 points 
ahead, and it was time to hope for 
miracles. The chapter of misfortune 
for the visitors continued: Long к= 
and pushed over the line; Singleto: 
started without a clutch from the back 
of the grid; Richichi unloaded at the 
Devil's Elbow (a rider was killed later 
that day only 50 yards further on) but 
was fortunately unscathed; Adamo 
rode cautiously after very little practice 
on a strange bike; and Chivington's 
borrowed Yamaha handled alarm- 
ingly badly. It had zero damping at 
the front end and looked to be hinged 
in the middle.

Nicky Richichi and his two helpers 
patched up his bike, while the other 
retirements from race three were got 
back in shape. Superbike rider Richard 
Chambers was working on anything 
that moved in the U.S. team, helped 
by 250cc competitor Bruce Maus. 
Both provided much-needed assis- 
tance to the team riders throughout 
the weekend. As the flag fell after a

delay to let Wes Cooley make final 
adjustments to his rebuilt engine, 
Mamola showed how luckily the pro- 
moters got off writing a fat check by 
passing a fast-starting Barry Sheene on 
the first lap, thereafter drawing away 
steadily to win his third race of the 
series. Spencer tucked in behind but 
never really looked like passing Randy. 
Sheene finished a distant third on his 
750cc Yamaha, on his first good ride 
of the series. 

Behind, Haslam tangled with 
Adamo at the hairpin on lap two, 
complainin after he'd been 

oed by the American. Jimmy 
blandly asserted he'd had the inside 
line and had intended to keep it. Both 
remounted, Haslam to finish one lap 
down, while Adamo pulled off after 
six laps with handling problems. The 
Honda teamster discovered after the 
race that he'd cracked a bone in his 
elbow in the incident, but though in 
pain was determined to ride at Oulton. 

Cooley's nail lasted one less lap than 
before; this time the chain jumped the 
sprocket. Schlachter, still troubled by 
his cold, made sixth, while the other 
American riders brought up the rear 
in formation. Thanks to the placing 
first and second, though, the U.S. lost 
the leg by only 14 points, 75 to 61. But 
the series differential was now a mas- 
sive 54 points, as the teams packed up 
and headed 90 miles northwest. to 
Oulton Park. Just as the racing ended, 
the rain that had been threatening 
throughout the bitterly cold day began 
to fall. 


OULTON PARK, APR. 20 
By contrast, a glorious, sunny 
spring day greeted the riders for 
the start of practice at Britain's 
most scenic circuit. Cooley had 
finally despaired of the engine in his 
loaner, and had borrowed the motor 
from George Vicensi's totalled Chiving- 
ton bike. Dan promptly seized the 
middle two pistons on his rent-a-racer, 
while Spencer was in similar trouble 
with the front two on his Bartol RG500. 
Overall points leader Schlachter fell 
off in practice, and as a measure of his 
honesty admitted "I was trying to see 
how deep I could go in the turn, when 
suddenly the front tire broke away, 
and I found myself collecting soil

samples." Damage was minimal. 
Mamola looked on great form again, 
and took Chivington out to show him 
around. Dan's times improved by over 
five seconds thereafter. 

A new race leader showed at the 
front of race five, as Roger Marshall 
gunned his Moriwaki Kawasaki into 
the lead from the start ahead of 
Spencer, Potter and a fast-starting 
John Long. Just behind Long came 
Singleton, Mamola and Schlachter. Sud- 
denly it looked as it the miracle might 
happen, especially with Cooley at last 
lookin, reasonably happy and 
Richichi dicing with Dunlo 
It was too good to last, Ta but 
the magnitude of the disaster was hard 
to take, as America’s two leading 
points scorers both fell on lap two. 
Long braked early for a tight left 
hander called Cascades, caught Single- 
ton who was behind him unawares, 
and when Dale moved sharply out to 
avoid running up the back of the 
Floridian, he took out Mamola’s front 
wheel. Schlachter had nowhere to go 
and paid his second visit of the day to 
the soil research laboratory at the very 
same corner. This time it was more 
serious, as he roughed up both the 
bike and himself some, tearing a finger 
nail in the process. Randy hurt his 
wrist, but though Dale stayed on, the 
series was over as a contest. 

Still, there was a race to be won, 
and Freddie Spencer looked set to pass 
Marshall on lap two until a both-feet- 
on-the-ground moment at Knicker 
Brook as the motor temporarily tight- 
ened up dropped him back. He stopped 
before the line to push over. Dave Potter 
took up the chase of the four-stroke 
ahead of Sheene who'd been on the 
grass in the accident. 

Neither had reckoned though with 
Dale Singleton. Playing a true 
captain's role, the Georgia rider went 
from fifth to first in one incredible lap, 
elbowing Sheene down to fifth in the 
process. Lap six, and Dale still led 
what was turning out to be the best 
race of the series, but Sheene was now 
second and closing fast. 


Marshall stopped with a suspected 
blown piston. Ron Haslam was riding 
bravely to finish, but in great pain 
from his injured elbow. He still passed 
Long to place eight Brits in the first 
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nine. 

On lap eight, a huge roar from the 
crowd greeted Sheene's emergence at 
the front, riding with a good deal of 
his old panache. Singleton had no an- 
swer, and was actually passed on the 
last lap by Dave Potter. The five other 
American finishers brought up the 
rear. Britain could not now be beaten, 
with the scores at 396 to 282. 

Mamola — with his eye set on the 
Austrian GP the next weekend — 
Schlachter and Haslam all gave the 
last race a miss thanks to their varied 
injuries. Inevitably, the race was an 
anti-climax, with Sheene leading till 
his engine seized, before Singleton hit 
the front followed by Potter and Spen- 
cer, closing fast with an engine run- 
ning at less than 100 degrees C for 
the first time that weekend. Potter 
slipped inside Dale at Lodge corner on 
lap eight to score his first win in the 
series since 1973 — it's easy to forget 
just how low he's been at the top until 
you realize that! Freddie followed him 
through and was only a bikelength be- 
hind at the finish. Another lap, and 
he'd have been in front. Britain again 
packed the middle order places to win 
the leg 70 to 63. 

After a drubbing such as the U.S. 
team took in the '81 Transatlantic 
Series, it's easy to say that the contest 
was a waste of time. But several bene- 
fits were reaped: Richichi, and to a 
lesser extent Chivington and Adamo, 
gained valuable experience and showed 
themselves they could run with the 
best. They also made it to the inter- 
national stage in a way they could 
never have done by staying at home. 

Cooley will probably never ride a 
stroker again in competition, and who 
can blame him? Singleton got in the 
groove for the series of European GPs 
he plans to tackle. Freddie Spencer 
showed his firm decision to run the 
GPs in '82 is a sound one. And Rich 
Schlachter, with little help other than 
from the genius of Kevin Cameron 
(you know just by looking at Kevin 
that he thinks about things the rest of 
us don't even know exist!) his friend 
Bob McLean and his own talent and 
determination, told the world that 
here is another American road race 
star in the making — given the breaks. 
And besides, there's always next year! @

“It was a good run,” said Vance 
while awaiting the awards ceremony. 
"I'm sorry Jim (Bernard) had some 
trouble or it would have been a show 
right down to the finish. This is the 
first time out for what is basically a 
new bike and to have won makes all 
the time Byron Hines spent working on 
it worthwhile.” 

“I knew I had a problem when I saw 
Terry's front wheel out of the corner of 
my eye,” said Bernard afterwards. He 
had begun to drift toward the outside 
of his lane and the bike did not 
respond well to maneuvers to correct it 
making Bernard back off slightly and 
that was that. 


Bo. O'Brochta took his Terminal 
Van Lines sponsored Kawasaki to the 


top qualifying spot with a 7.503 
second run in his first pass. “I even 
shut off near the end,” said 
O'Brochta, “because of the gusting 
wind.” Bernard and Vance rounded 
out the top three at 7.649 and 7.644 
seconds, respectively, in the eight bike 
field. 

The first round of quarter-finals saw 
O'Brochta put a wicked holeshot on 
Larry McBride. O'Brochta's winning 
7.37 second pass was the low ET of the 
meet. McBride, riding a Johnson High 
Performance sponsored Kawasaki 
owned by former Top Fueler Danny 
Johnson said later he had made a bad 
choice of tire--changing just before the 
round. 

Terry Vance got a solo run in his 
round when Chris Hand's Kawasaki 
gave up before it started. The 
Redneck Racing sponsored bike blew 
back through the supercharger's pop- 
off valve as it was being started and his 
ride was over. 


Jim Bernard and Dennis Sargent 
were next up with Sargent vowing not 
to let Bernard off easily. 
Unfortunately, Sargent got badly out 
of shape at the start and spent the rest 
of the run trying to get back in a 
straight line. Sargent runs a self- 
sponsored Kawasaki. 

The final run in this round pitted 
the R.C. Engineering/Davis 
Engineering Kawasaki of Wayne Davis 
against Marion Owens Boss Hog 
double Harley-Davidson. Davis cut the 
lights clean while Owens came up with 
one balky engine a quarter way down 
the strip. 

On paper the first semi looked to be 
a hot one with O'Brochta and Vance 
having a go at it. "I ran conservatively 
in the first round," said O'Brochta 
before the start, "so we've turned 
things up a bit for this race." 

However, when they tried to start 
O'Brochta's bike it broke a rod with a 
big bang. "It's one of those things," 
said a disappointed O'Brochta. Vance 
then laid down a solo 7.59 second pass 
in an effort to get the lane choice for 
the final. 

Davis and Bernard met in the other 
semi with Bernard coming out on top 
after Davis’ engine lost power after a 
superb start. Both riders experienced 
problems early on. Bernard and tuner 
Ron Teson spent an anxious time

correcting a fuel problem -- the engine 
wouldn't run smoothly when the 
throttle was cracked wide open. Davis 
had his engine torn apart and thought 
he had an extra hour to work because 
he hadn't set his watch ahead for the 
change to Daylight Savings Time. He 
compressed what needed to be done 
into 20 minutes and barely made the 
staging area for the first round. 

Vance and Bernard were all smiles in 
the staging area. "This is great," said 
Vance. "We started our racing careers 
together." 

"It's been a struggle to get things 
together," said Bernard, "and now 
everything is really in place." 

They staged, Bernard taking the left 
lane with Vance in the right. On the 
green Vance got the advantage off the 
line and held it as Bernard drifted 
toward the outside of the track using 
body English and throttle control to 
correct. It seemed as if the wall had a 
magnet in it for Bernard couldn't seem 
to straighten out. 

Vance wasn't having it all that easy 
either. He had begun to drift toward 
the center and was also leaning his 
weight to the opposite side of the drift 
to correct. “I had to shut off because I 
was getting too close to the center 
line," said Vance. "It's been one heck 
of a weekend and this is a perfect 
ending." °

Team Suzukis Mark Barnett 
held off Team Yamaha’s Mike 
Bell to win his fifth Supercross 
race this season in the Mr. PiBB 


Superbowl of Motocross at Kansas 
City's Arrowhead Stadium. The win 
put Barnett 40 points in front of team- 
mate Kent Howerton, who is second in 
the standings, and with two rounds ге- 
maining Barnett needs only a seventh 
place finish in either round to clinch 
the title. 

Honda's Donnie Hansen captured 
third spot in the final, but was back a 
distance from the Barnett/Bell clash. 
Fourth went to Yamaha's Donnie 
Cantaloupi, who ran most of the race 
on a water-cooler minus the water. 

Behind Barnett and Howerton in 
the standings is current champ Bell 
with 205 points and Yamaha's Bob 
Hannah with 162. 

Rider entries were up somewhat from 
last week's Michigan round with 77 
riders on the roster. A reported atten- 
dance of 30,271 was a few thousand 
more than reported last year at the in- 
augural Kansas City event. The race 
was promoted by Stadium Motosports; 


Preliminaries 

Barnett had come to Kansas City 
early in the week to ride and train, 
while Bell had remained in Michigan 
to work on and test his bikes. Tempera- 
tures dropped into the mid 60's by race 
time with a slight breeze inside the 
open-air stadium, which made for 
optimum racing conditions. 

The course consisted of a high-speed 
straight on one side of the stadium and 
a jump-studded straight on the other 
side. In the middle were many tight 
turns, high-flying jumps, off-rhythm 
whoops and a sand pit. 

The jumps were the kind that spit a 
rider straight up into the air, and 
weren't too appealing to some. 

“Those jumps that shoot you 
straight up and bend your wheels 
(when landing) are worthless,” said 
Hannah. 

“If you can keep your wheels round 
you might have a chance,” said Bell. 

"My knee feels pretty good. I'm 
going to go for it,” said Suzuki's Darrell 
Shultz before heading out for his 
second practice. A few laps later 
Shultz left the field on a stretcher. He 
had cut a 58-second lap, and then 
tried to clear four jumps on one 
bound. Darrell fell short and smacked 
his tender knee during the crash. No 
further damage was done to the knee, 
but the crash made it too painful to 
continue, and Shultz once again sat 
out the race as hà had done for 
Sunday's round last week. 

The four-jump section that took out 
Shultz also cost Maico’s Alan King, 
Kawasakis Tom Benolkin and Key- 
stone's Jeff Hicks a crash in practice. 

Barnett took the holeshot in qualifier 
one, had a good lead half a lap into 
the race, and went on to win. Kawasaki's 
Warren Reid put in a strong ride and 
took second, holding off the charges of 
third place Hannah, who started 
around sixth. Yamaha's Rick Burgett 
looked to be on his way to second but 
crashed out on a whoop section. Kawa- 
saki's Jeff Ward and Honda's Johnny 





O'Mara went 4-5. 

^ Bikes mashed together in the first 
turn in qualifier two, and out of the 
skirmish came Can-Am's Jim Holley 
with the lead. Honda's Jim Gibson and 
Howerton fought past Holley, and 
then Gibson went down in the sand pit 
with Howerton almost falling on top of 
him. Howerton went on to win with a 
safe margin over Gibson with Suzuki 
support rider Rex Staten in third. 
Benolkin was back from there in 
fourth, and Holley held on for the fifth 
and final transfer of the qualifier. 

Hansen shoved in front of Bell to 
lead qualifier three, but on lap one 
Bell put his long legs to use for extra 
suspension and passed Hansen 
through a choppy straight. Infield 
whoops were getting like glass on the 
acceleration side from a coating of 
rubber the tires were leaving and took 
skill and concentration to cross quickly. 
Greg Theiss, on his debut ride since a 
serious car crash over a year ago, flew 
into the wall on his Honda and was out 
of the race. Bell won with Hansen in 
pursuit but finishing second. Kawasaki's 
Goat Breker came from a few places 
back to take third, with Suzuki's 
Denny Bentley holding a hot pace for 
fourth. Arlo Englund pushed his 
Yamaha to fifth. 

Canadian champ Ross Pederson took 
semi one with Gary Semics moving his 
Yamaha past Randy Kirschbaum with 
a wide power drift for second. 

In semi two LOP's Steve Martin led 
early in the race and took the win. Phil 
Larson held second on his Yamaha for 
the transfer, but not. without a fight 
from LaPorte. Danny crashed twice in 
the semi and pushed like a crazy man, 
but fell short at the checkers. 

Hicks went all the way in the con- 
solation and was elated to be the last 
man to transfer to the 25-man final. 


Final 
Barnett had a confident attitude in 
the pits while doing stretching 


exercises minutes before the race. Talk 
was around that Bell was looking fast, 
but Mark didn't let it bother him. “It 
may be true, but Mike has to get the 
start, and if he does that then he has to 
race with me," said Barnett. 

That's just about how it happened 
when the gate dropped. Bell and 
Barnett got the holeshot with Bell 
edging ahead on his Dave Osterman 
tuned OW-50. A half lap latex Barnett 
took over to lead. Following were 
Hansen, Hannah, Cantaloupi — with 
a steaming water-pumper, Gibson, 
Howerton, Ward and O'Mara. 

Hannah crashed out but was up in 
seconds, running wide open while 
shaking his head clear. Barnett and 
Bell were side-by-side by lap three with 
the crowd roaring approval. Bell again 
passed Barnett through the big jump 
straight, but soon after slid out, and 
Barnett was on his way to the win. 

Hansen closed the gap on Bell, and 
the pair ran tight with Cantaloupi still 
on the pace in fourth, even though his 
bike had lost all of its coolant. O'Mara 
was fifth and Ward was holding off 
Hannah for sixth. Jeff was running the 
race with his bike locked in second 
gear. He'd bog it through the sand pit 
and then scream it down the straight, 
but held position. Howerton had fallen 
back with a shifter that was bent under 
the case. 

Bell again started gaining on 
Barnett, but fell in the sand pit and 
lost his chance. He started back in 
third but repassed Hansen for second. 
Rhoten and Bentley tangled in a right- 
hander and crashed out. 

Barnett crossed the finish line for 
the win with a victory fist in the air, 
something he says he'll do whenever he 
wins a Supercross. Bell was next eight 
seconds back, and from there came 
Cantaloupi, O'Mara, Hannah, Ward, 
Smith, Reid and Howerton, all with 
cushions between them.

“Гуе got a good lead in the series 
now and I hope I can just stay together 
for the next Supercross,” said Barnett. 
“Bell was giving me so much pressure 
at first I was riding a bit out of control. 
When I almost went on my head I 
slowed down. I didn’t want to break 
my arm or something. 

“Td like to thank Suzuki, my tuner 
Jeff Clark, Moto-X Fox and Dunlop 
for a tire that gave me a holeshot. I'm 
pumped for the L.A. Coliseum in 
July!" 

"I was close, but then I got in 
lapped riders and couldn't afford to 
wait. That's when I fell. In that sand 


pit my front tire just went out from 
under me." said Bell. 

"When I got Mike in the sand pit I 
hoped I could hold him off," said 
Hansen. “I stayed in there pretty well, 
but when they pulled away a bit I 
watched it because I didn't want to 
bail. Thanks a bunch to my tuner 
Brian Lunnis, JT Racing and 
American Honda for putting me 
here." 

"A hose clamp came loose on one of 
the hoses going to my radiator," said 
fourth place Cantaloupi. "I really like 
the water-cooler, though, and I'm 
going to stick with it." e

motocross track) and pick up the overall at the Trask Two-Day. 


Team Suzuki's Frank Stacy bounced back from 
a disappointing race at the Shamrocks M.C. 
Two-Day to score the overall win at the 11th 
Trask Mountain Two-Day, characterized by 


rain, mud and cold. Stacy zeroed 
the course fairly easily both days, 
as most Intent riders did, and 
called upon his pro motocross 
background to run away with the 
special test at the end of each day held 
on the Mulkey ORV Park motocross 
track. His final score was 1333 points 
(seconds). 

The closest anyone came to the 
250cc class rider was KTM's Frank 


Gallo whose 1341 edged out fellow 
500cc rider Terry Cunningham on a 
Husqvarna by six points. 

Suzuki teammates Dean Joyner and 
Mike Rosso finished Day One tied for 
the 175cc class lead with 700 points 
apiece; Team True Sport/Kawasaki 
rider Jack Penton 19 points in arrears. 
In Day Two's special test, though, 
Penton took the win after leaving 
Rosso on the line with a balky starting 





engine. That vaulted Penton to 
second, six points back of Joyner's 
winning 1450. Rosso finished third 
with 1484 on his PE 175 Full Floater. 
In the 125cc class, Team Husqvarna's 
Dick Burleson emerged victorious with 
1446 points, beating Day One leader 
Kevin Brown, also on a Husky, by 10. 


Day One 

The course was well laid out and 
marked, including a variety of terrain 
and conditions. Burleson was the first 
rider out of Mey at 7 a.m., hitting a 
short section of, trail before jumping 
onto the pavement for a short way and 
encountering the acceleration test. 

From there, riders followed a long 
section of pavement that hit the 
outside of town before darting off 
through lush green fields and scenic 
countryside. After that, the main part 
of the course began, winding through 
the mountains for two large loops, 
Upon completion of the loops, riders 
headed back to the park via the pave- 
ment again for a total of 185 miles 
before the special test. 

On Day Two, riders headed out 
basically the same way, but the loops 
were run backwards with a tighter 
schedule, some of the more difficult 
sections cut out and others put in for a 
total of 191 miles. 

Most Intent riders had no problems 
out on the trail and found that they 
had plenty of time to spare at each of 
the 11 checks. In fact, a majority were 
of the opinion that it was too easy and 
that the times could have been tighter. 

The В riders, on the other hand, 
were hard pressed enough to success- 
fully traverse the course despite a 
slower schedule and many dropped 
out after Day One. A light misting 
rain early in the day gave way to 
slightly heavier showers which made 
the mud slick. Hail was also reported 
later. 

Conversely, upon returning to the 
park for the special test, riders 
encountered a dry and dusty track. 
The test consisted of 15 riders racing 
five laps. In the first group, Kevin 
Brown bested KTM's Rod Bush with 
Burleson a few seconds behind. Stacy 
simply outclassed everybody else in the 
second race. 

Mark Hyde on a Kawasaki took the 
third race. Last year's over-all winner 
Ed Lojak broke two chain adjusters on 
his Husky, forcing him to stop for 
several laps which dropped him from 
contention. 

Frank Gallo came up the winner in 
the next race, but his score of 622 
points (seconds) was six seconds slower 
than Terry Cunningham's fifth race 
winning 616. 

Among the many Day One casualties 
were Kevin Davis, whose KTM 
developed electrical problems that 
came and went without explanation. 
Husky pilot Chuck Miller made it to 
near the end of the trail section 
without incident but twisted his ankle 
which forced him to drop out. Ken 
Maahs was revving his Husky before 
the start of his test when it reportedly 
blew its motor. 


Day Two 

Only 71 riders were able to start Day 
Two compared to 155 on Day One. Of 
those, only 11 bikes in impound 
carried white plates, for B and Masters 
riders. Very few of that number would 
finish the day. 

Those able to start headed out 
under cold and cloudy skies, virtually 
guaranteeing that it would be raining 
up in the mountains where the trails 
were, 

The rain spelled disaster for some, 
but the Intent riders viewed it as more 
of a challenge and took it in stride. 
Burleson especially seemed to enjoy it: 
"I had a good time. In the morning, 
the first loop, the mud was starting to 
dry up a little bit so it was real heavy

It was 
really weird, you know; it's raining up 
in the mountains and there's nothing 
down here. You ride in it all day long 
up there and it was really a drag. 

"But the trails didn't really get as 
bad as I thought it would get. I 
thought maybe it would deteriorate a 
little bit more, but it wasn't that bad, 
you could make it, There were some 
real slick spots, but my bike ran good, 
and I didn't really have any problems. 
There wasn't that many guys on the 
trail (today), though; maybe that 


helped." 

In addition to the rain, though, the 
cold and wind cut through almost 
every rider, making all uncomfortable 
and forcing a couple to drop out. It 
was made worse after getting down off 
the mountain and flying down the 
pavement where there was nothing to 
do but keep as much as possible out of 
the chilling breeze. 

Coming into the work area before 
the special test, all riders were soaked 
and changed into at least dry jerseys or 
jackets before proceeding. In the first 
race, Jack Penton pushed his Kawasaki 
to the win. It was not enought to drop 
Dean Joyner from the top spot in the 
175cc class, though. Mike Rosso 
experienced starting problems on the 
line in this race and started dead last. 
He flew up through the pack to sixth, 
but the leaders were long gone by that 
time, and he ended up fourth in class. 


Stacy breezed to the win in the 
second race, his score of 680 the 
second fastest of the day. Darryl 
Kuenzer stormed into the lead of the 
third race aboard his 250 KTM and 
reeled off a 685 which would prove to 
be the third fastest of the day and 
bump him up to second in class. 

In the fourth race, composed 
primarily of 500cc class bikes, Bruce 
Ogilvie on a Dale's Modern Cycle- 
backed Yamaha tangled with Husky 
rider Terry (Cunningham while 
fighting for the lead. Cunningham 
stalled momentarily and got going, 
but Ogilvie tipped over and by the 
time he got going again, had lost 
several positions as well as his rhythm. 

While all this was going on, Frank 
Gallo chose the outside line around the 
fracas, gassed it into the grass and 
scooted into the lead. When the 
checkered flag dropped, his score of 


673 enabled him to move past 
Cunningham into the class win spot. e

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Two-Day terror 


Frank Stacy

No, it didn’t come easy for Frank Stacy. 
Granted, in five Two-Day qualifiers he’s taken 
three overalls and become the hottest thing 
going on the ISDE scene, but the full story on 


where he learned to put in rides 
like that started many years, 
many miles and many 
disappointments before. 
Through all his experiences as a 
basically mid-pack motocrosser Stacy 
came through with mechanical 
knowledge, physical MX abilities and 
an inner drive that kept him on the 


road with.an overload of ambition. 
On March 21-22 $їасу copped the 


Oklahoma John Zink Two-Day for the 
second year in a row. While many 
Two-Day riders scrap through their 
whole career looking for an overall, 
Stacy seems to rack them up with ease 
and has a simple answer as to why. 
"All through the years on the 
National MX circuit I did most of the 
work by myself. I never had a full time 
mechanic, so I learned a lot about 
maintaining a bike and keeping it 
going. My motocross experience helps 








out a lot with special tests, and that's 
what brings me up in the results. 

"When I was racing motocross I 
never got to fly to a race. I was always 
traveling and maintaining and 
learning to live in that manner. That's 
what's to it." 

Things went well in '80, yet Stacy 
almost failed to appear on qualifier 
entry lists in '81. He didn't renew his 
pro MX license, had no sponsors of 
any sort set up, and looked content to 
spend his time working at his new job 
as a tire tester for Dunlop. But when 
the Oklahoma event came around so 
did Stacy--sponsored by Suzuki on a 
PE 250. 

"Last year at Six Days I started 
talking to some people, mainly Suzuki, 
trying to get a ride. It looked like it 
was going to happen but then they did 
the big cutback on their budget and 
everything fell through. 1 played 
around with Kawasaki for awhile but 
that would have meant moving to 
Ohio, and I really didn't want to do 
that. 

"I didn't know when I was going to 
start my Dunlop job. Then it came 
through. I found out a few weeks 
before the Tulsa (Oklahoma) event 
that Dunlop wanted me to represent 
them and ride the qualifiers. All I had 
to do was find a motorcycle to ride. 

“1 called up John Morgan 
(Enduro/ISDE Team Manager) at 
Suzuki and asked if he could do 
anything. Within a week he had a 
practice bike at my door.” 

Though Stacy has been at home on 
a dirt bike for over a decade, his MX 
know-how didn’t carry him directly to 
success. A transition occured before he 
knew how to keep his act together 
during a Two-Day. 

“You don't go out there to ride over 
your head or ride real hard and break 
your bike. You have to realize the bike 
has to go a couple of days. Having it 
handle well and not all bent up in the 
final test of the day is pretty 
important. You just don’t go out there 
and bounce off of every tree. Saving 
the machinery and making it count 
during the special test--that's what it's 
all about. 

“The hardest thing to learn was a 
trail pace. In motocross you have to go 
fast all the time, there’s no slacking 
off. In qualifiers you ride hard, but 
you maintain a pace. After a while you 
know when you have to go fast and 
anticipate what's up ahead. The 
special tests, grass tracks, you let it all 
hang out while trying to stay up." 

Now that Stacy has been a part of 
two types of racing, motocross and 
ISDE qualifiers, he took a moment to 
reflect on the people involved in each 
orm. 

"Enduro and ISDE riders are a 
bigger group of guys that are easier 
going. They don't have the high life of 
the full factory ride. There's a lot of 
camping going on, a lot of sleeping in 
vans. They're not into the high class 
motels and restaurants. Like some of 
the motocrossers, I like to call them 
spoiled. I never had it, so maybe I 
can't really say. 

"I usually get along with everybody, 
but the enduro guys seem to accept me 
better than the motocross guys do. In 
motocross there's that clique and if 
you're not in that you're a nobody. In 
enduros, you can be a nobody and still 
be somebody.” 

A gold medal and eighth place in 
the 250cc Intent class went to Stacy 
after he completed his first qualifier in 
Tennessee last year. Though an 
increasing interest prompted Frank to 
enter the event, he also felt it was 
somewhat of a rider's bargain. 

“It was something Га been 
interested in the last couple years of 
my motocross career. I was riding for 
KTM last year and they were always 


into, enduro. and ISDE riding more 








than motocross. 

“Then I figured what the heck, ГЇЇ 
try it. You see, I like to ride. In the 
qualifiers you get to ride 130 to 150 
miles a day. You're up early and to 
bed late, but the riding is the main 
thing that prompted me. Forty-five 
minute motos are nice, but I like to 
ride trails and I still get motocross out 
of it.” 

A broken gearbox on Day Three of 
last year's ISDT in France put Stacy 
out of the running. He nursed the bike 
until he had only one gear left, yet 
kept riding until the bike seized. In his 
first ISDT, Stacy learned a new kind of 
challenge and motivation that his MX 
travels hadn't given him. 

"First off I was really pumped that I 
made the Trophy Team. It was kind of 
the ultimate. I just wanted to get 
accepted to go, and here I was, one of 
the top six guys in the country. 

“Then I heard how fast the Italians 
and Czechs were and that all these 
guys over there are really quick, Geez, 
I'd seen them motocross and knew they 
were good, but they do get beat 
occasionally! 

"On the trip over I was nervous, but 
we got to the KTM factory, got our 
bikes, started riding and everything 
felt great. When we got to the event we 
looked at the special test. It was totally 
natural and was one of the most, if not 
the most challenging course I'd ever 
seen, even in motocross. 

“The Italians and Czechs were there 
as whole teams with picks and shovels, 
making berms and lines. Before they 
even ride Im thinking ‘Holy cow, 
these guys have their act together!’ 
That's why they're so good. They have 
this team effort and the adrenaline is 
going the whole time. Then to see 
them ride you see the end result, 
comparing their special test scores to 
ours. 

“If you don’t have a problem you 
can usually make the trail pace, but 
the special test is where it’s at.” 

‘It all sounds pretty secure, doesn’t 
it? Well, let it be known this kind of 
lifestyle is the exception instead of the 
rule for Stacy. It started when Frank 
was 17, when he took his wife and 
daughter out on the National MX 
circuit. He's 27 now and recently 
separated, and took a moment to 
gather thoughts and reflect on that 
period. 

“Oh boy, it goes back a lot of years. 
It was tough on the road with a family. 
I had a motorhome, and that was 
great until gas prices got out of hand, 
and then I couldn't afford to pay for 
that. 

“It took a couple of years of just 
making it before I got any kind of 
help. It was so difficult. In '72 and '73 
I rode a few events and in '74 I did all 
the Nationals." 

There were many high points 
through those MX years for Stacy, but 
best of all was when he got to mix it up 
with the Europeans. 

"In the 125cc USGP in 777 I got a 
one shot deal with Moto-X Fox. Pat 
Richter, a buddy of mine, was riding 
for Fox at the time and we had Pat’s 
spare bike. An entry turned up in the 
race (International class). I was 
entered in the Support class. 

“They asked me if I wanted a ride 
and I said sure. I practiced on 
Saturday and on Sunday I had some 
good times." Good times, definitely. 
Stacy plugged into sixth in the final 
standings, third American. Moto-X 
Fox gave Stacy support through the 
next few seasons. 

"I look back at some of the other 
USGPs. Those were my favorite races, 
because you're up against European 
competition. Unadilla and Carlsbad 
were great. I finished 7th overall at 
Carlsbad in '78, and I didn't think that 
was too bad against all the hotdogs. In 
"79 I was seventh in the 250cc USGP at 
Unadilla. You get to those races and 








see all the Europeans and the 
adrenaline is a lot different than at an 
American race. After that my favorite 
is the Pontiac (Michigan) stadium 
race. I always do pretty well there.” 

Some riders make the big time, 
some don’t. Though Stacy never got to 
see airplane tickets to the races or huge 
salaries, some of his traveling buddies 
did. Chuck Sun, the current 500cc 
National Champion, was one of them. 
When Stacy was hanging out with 
Sun, it was back to the basics--sleeping 
out of a van or truck and canned food 
over a hot plate, whatever it took to 
stay on the road. 

“Chuck used to come and stay at my 
house. He's one hell of a guy, a good 
friend that still spends time with me 
when I see him at the races. Those 
were some good times. Chuck has 
changed his lifestyle and become a 
straight-up guy, but there's a time and 
place for everything. He reads a lot of 
books to relax his mind. He was 
instructing me on good starts one 
time, and said if you do it long enough 
and concentrate a start will happen in 
slow-motion." 

Other MX noteables have also paid 
visits to Stacy's father's shop, Dean's 
Cycle and Transmission in Depew, 
New York. Kent Howerton, Mike 
Hartwig and tuner Eric Crippa only 
start the list. Stacy's brother Andy, 
now a 250cc National MX contender, 
brought home Italian riders from last 
year's Trans-USA Series. Stacy's 
favorite story happened back in 73, 
when four visitors came to the shop 
with a blown engine in their car. 

"We had Gaston Rahier, who was 
the 125cc World . Champion, Dave 
Bickers, John Banks and Chris 
Horsefield stop by in '73. They were all 
traveling for CZ. They spent the whole 
week there changing the engine and 
working on their bikes. My dad's shop 
is just a little place, but he enjoys it 
when people come in." 

Brother Andy, 18, is trying to follow 
in Frank's MX footsteps. Frank feels 
he will not only follow in them, but 
step ahead. 

"He'll be a better MXer than I was, 
and if he gets the right break he'll 
make it. He's been working really 
hard, and every once in a while I have 
to kick him in the butt to keep him 
going. There's nothing Га like better 
than to have him make it." 

Stacy isn't the first to progress from 
MX to woods racing, Dick Burleson 
being the prime example. Though a 
few are doing it, he doesn't see a trend 
in the making. 

"It goes back to motocrossers being 
spoiled riders. Most of them don't 
maintain bikes and in the ISDE you 
have to. They'd rather have somebody 
work on it, fly in, race two motos, and 
go home. 

"There's no big bucks in ISDE 
riding either. There's some 
contingency money, but it really 
depends on how much you want to 
ride. We need the MXers, though. 
The Czechs and Italians (ISDE riders) 
are all MXers.” 

Though success reached him at a 
rapid rate in woods racing, Stacy has 
no complaints or regrets concerning 
the years he spent grappling on the 
MX circuit. He enjoyed all of what it 
took to get to where he is today and 
plans to remain there, offering his 
competitors the same run for the gold 
he has been for a long time. 

“There isn’t a thing I regret in my 
eight years of pro motocross. A bunch 
of guys come and go. I knew it would 
end someday. There're a few things I 
would have liked different, but I loved 
every minute of it. 

"I'm going to keep racing qualifiers, 
and then maybe switch to enduros--if I 
have the time and Suzuki agrees. With 
my job I'm busy all the time. I'm just 
glad it finally paid off. I couldn't think 
of anything I'd rather do." °

Am to face current R.A.C.E. 
king Eric MacCracken (Yam). 
The two of them met in a no-holds- 
barred 250cc Pro duel that took both 
riders to the edge of their abilities, and 
the limits of ethical racing. 

The start of the first moto saw Scott 
Wilkinson (Hon) get the holeshot with 
Benavidez and MacCracken close be- 
hind. When they came to Corona's in- 
famous washboard section, which is 
reserved for Pro and Intermediate rac- 
ers only, both Benavidez and MacCrack- 
en chose to take a questionable line 
that was considerably faster but took 
them through the banners and partially 
off the track, passing Wilkinson in the 


proces. R.A.C.E. officials did not. 


consider this a major rule infraction, 
but frowned on the action and moved 
to replace the banners immediately. 
Benavidez and MacCracken, however, 
were locked in their own private 
batttle and elected to use the line 
again on the next lap before the ban- 
ners were totally replaced. After that, 
however, the riders remained within 
the confines of the race track, concen- 
trating on their own racing. Benavidez 
held the lead all the way in, but Mac- 
Cracken gained somewhat in the final 
laps. Wilkinson was third. 

The second time around, MacCrack- 
en was on top right from the start. 
Benavidez was in a close second and 
the two of them began where they left 
off in the first moto. They quickly 
pulled away from the rest of the pack, 
this time without any questionable 
moves. It was at the halfway mark that 
Benavidez found room on the inside of 
MacCracken and moved up to take the 
lead. MacCracken made several at- 
tempts at regaining the lead but was 
unable to do so before the checkered 
flag came out. Finishing third was 
Rock Temple (Yam) over John Mazza- 
cane (Kaw) and Keith Williamson 
(Yam). 

In the Open Pro class, John Green- 
way (Yam) took the win. MacCracken 
had taken both motos, but in the early 
laps of moto one he had come off the 
track in the washboard section and 
then not re-entered in the same spot, 
passing Don Griewe (Mai) in the 
process. He was dropped to fifth place 
for the action which put him in third 
overall.

At the beginning of the 750cc and 
Open Box Stock race, it started to rain 
and the track got slick really fast. A 
rider went down in turn three of the 
first lap so the race was yellow-flagged 
until it was decided that the track was 
alright to go on. From then on, it was 
a duel to the finish between Aaron Post 
on a GS1100 and Wayne Rainey on his 
750 Kawasaki. Rainey turned a fast 
lap time of 1:38.2 while taking the 
lead from Post on the third lap of the 
race. Post never did regain the lead 
but won his class while coming in 
second to Rainey. 

The third run of the day was the 125 
and 200cc GP and 250cc Production 
race wtih Yamahas winning all three 
clases — Todd Brown in 125cc GP, 
Terry Nelson in 200cc GP and Danny 
Diaz in 250cc Production. Diaz also 
went on to win 600cc Production on a 
borrowed Honda. Nelson got a second 
place in Formula Four and a third in 
Open GP. 

The Open Four-Stroke GP race was 
a battle between Harry Klinzmann 
and Thad Wolff with lead-swapping 
every lap. Thad took the lead for the 
final lap, putting on a wheelie show up 
the hill to turn four with Harry right 
on his tail. Syd DeSoto took third. 

The 250cc GP go was next, but the 
killer drizzles started again and 


another rider fell off. The race was 
red-flagged 'til the track dried off, 
then it was Gill Martin who won it with 
Klinzmann second and Wayne Rainey 
third. Wayne had crashed while prac- 
ticing for this race but didn't do too 
badly for his first GP showing. 








Next were the sidecars, but with 
only two showing up, it was not so 
much who won, but who could keep 
the most wheels on the ground in the 
wet corners. The team of Taylor and 
Lapierre won it. 

Because of the street tires they use, 
as opposed to slicks, 450/600cc Box 
Stock would be next. There were a few 
tank slappers and wobblies, but no one 
fell off. Mike Morrow on his Honda 
took first in the 450cc class. The 600cc 
class was a fight between two Yamaha 
Secas ridden by D. Logreco and D. 
Langadas out front with Logreco taking 
the flag. 

In the 600/750cc/Open Production 
race, it was again Rainey and Post at it 
head to head. Rainey was on his 750 
Kawasaki and Post on his 1100 Suzuki. 
It was an instant replay of their first 
match with Wayne winning and 
Aaron right behind to take his class 
but coming in second overall. 

'The 750cc/Open Superstreet race 
showed Rainey again going at it with 
the big bikes as he and Syd DeSoto 
fought over who would take the flag 
first. Rainey was again on his box 
stock 750 with DeSoto on a turbo- 
charged GS1000. Wayne took it in the 
turns, but the extra power of the Suzuki 
showed in the straights as DeSoto took 
the lead there. It was side by side at 
the finish line with the official word 
being DeSoto the overall winner and 
Rainey second but still taking his class 
by a large margin. 

All in all, it was a day of good, safe 
racing in spite of the cold wet 
weather, thanks to good judgement on 
the part of the riders and all of the 
officials who kept things going smoothly, 
with no one seriously hurt and no 
major problems. Thank you turn 
workers for sitting out in the rain all 
day and keeping things cool. 

Be sure not to miss the next ARRA 
meet May 10 at Riverside. There's sure 
to be many more exciting battles and 
future road racing superstars in action.

The stadium 
gate dropped and a blur of beautiful 
new MX machinery blasted to the first 
turn with Jimmy Anderson and his 
Yamaha ne. pumper off and fly- 
ing.

The first 
lap was history with Hall in the lead. 
Anderson said “wick it” and his yellow 
high pitcher was soon around Hall and 
in this position to the flag. 

Rowdy Blasdell (Suz) was also in the 
hunt as he worked by Hall and took off 
after Anderson. Jimmy had a good 
lead, but Blasdell also looked good on 
his Full Floater. Robb Manning (Belle- 
vue Suzuki) was going strong also. At 


the checkers it was Anderson, Blasdell, 
Hall and Manning. 

In the second moto, Mike McCormick 
had the scratch into the first turn.

Carles charges to 
Bearfoot Enduro 
win

FOUTS SPRINGS, CA, APR. 5 

The Richmond Ramblers M.C., 
with a lot of help from District 36 
number one rider Dave Bertram, 
put on an enduro this year in- 
stead of the Grizzley Bear ISDT-type 
event. The event was held under ideal 
conditions in Mendocino National 
forest. 

The club and Bertram laid a course 
quite different from other events held 
in the area. They used a lot of new 
trail (especially in the special test sec- 
tions) and ran backwards over trails 
used in the past. This, combined with 
excellent check placement, made for 
an ——— day. The first tie-breaker 
was especially well placed. Just after a 
s change and a turnoff into a tight 

wnhill section, a check was placed 
just after a downhill turn. There was 
no way to stop before the check, much 
less scrub off a few seconds if you were 
hot or trying to hit the 30-second mark 
for tie-breaking purposes. Those riders 
who make a practice of riding a little 
hot with the idea that they can always 
slow down when they see a check learned 
otherwise today. 

Most of the top riders zeroed the 
first loop, but the second half had two 
special test sections that were impossible 
to zero. Both were followed by resets 
and both had checks going into the 
tight sections to keep people honest. 
The first special test section was all in 
the tight stuff and the second had only 
a little bit of road and fast trail, so that 
although you were riding as fast as you 
could, actual speeds were kept low. 
This is a welcome safety feature that 
more clubs should consider using. On 
the roads and fast trails, averages were 
attainable and this kept the racing 
and possible high speed crashes to a 
minimum. This was an extremely well 
laid out and executed event. 

Following the recent trend in 
District 36, route sheets were provided. 
Riders who have mastered time 
keeping without route sheets or those 
who use computers may not like this 
idea, but for the vast majority of B and 
C riders, this is a great encouragement 
to enter enduros. Time keeping with- 
out route sheets is very difficult and 
many riders who would like to ride 
enduros get discouraged and refuse to 
enter events because of this. This is es- 

ially true now that a new rule ey 
ing five points for every minute early 
past the first one has been adopted in 
District 86. I hope more clubs will see 
the light and not only provide route 
sheets but advertise it and help en- 
lighten riders to the use of a roll chart. 
Many District 36 riders have no idea 
what to do with a route sheet once they 
get it. 

Randy Carles served notice of his 
intent to win the District Champion- 
ship this year by taking the overall. 
Local resident and pre-race favorite 
Rob Sutliff had some timekeeping prob- 
lems and burned a check to knock him- 
self out of the running. John Haaker 
almost pulled off the win in his first A 
ride but had to settle for second over- 
all after losing out to Carles on the tie- 
breakers. е

Only Roessler tops 
dusty Widowmaker

POINT OF THE MOUNTAIN, UT, 
APR. 26 


The Widowmaker has been run 


42 in rain, snow and shine, and now 


dust has been added. One of the 
things that always made the 


` 1500-foot hill climb so enjoyable was 


the minimum amount of dust, but 
1981 changed that. Strong winds and 
dry conditions plus 327 motorcycles 
equaled a west Texas dust storm 
in Utah for two days. The number of 
riders was down, but enthusiasm was 
not. 


After a long day during which he 
said he got very nervous, Keith 
Roessler from California and his 972cc 
Honda (built by Ray Brindos) went 
home the most successful rider of the 
1981 Pepsi Challenge Widowmaker 
Hill Climb. 


As usual, the Salt Lake City Bees 
had come up with some surprises for 
the Exhibition riders. They had 








planned to use a laser system to 
measure the bikes’ footages but outside 
radio interference prevented its use. 
This, plus some traffic problems, 
caused a delay in the real start of the 
event, but once things got rolling, 
action was fast and furious. 

The Exhibition class ran on a virgin 
hill that was slightly off-camber for 
about 200 feet. The fact that there was 
absolutely no path started on the hill, 
plus the dry, loose conditions, threw 
most of the riders a curve. 

The 500 and 750cc classes started 
the climb on separate hills. It took a 
while before the 500s began to make 
much headway through the sagebrush, 
but they finally made a path. Their 
second runs began to look really good 
about halfway through the class. Only 
the top 15 in the class broke 500 feet 
and only the winner — Kerry Peterson 
on a 490 Maico — went above 600. His 
stopping point was 619 feet. 

The 370s did not do as well even 
though they had the 500s' path to 
follow. Eight of them broke 500 and 
four of the eight were from Colorado. 
This year, the 250s were moved into 
the 370cc class and they made their 
presence known. The winner was 
Steven Foster on a 250 Suzuki who 
went 594 feet, eight inches on his first 
try. 
Richard DeRosa woke everyone up 
with his 750cc ride on a punched out 
465 Yamaha. He worked his bike to 
the 741-foot mark before the bushes 
got him. Some people thought he had 
the class sewed up, but Ronald Edie on 
a 558cc Yamaha had other ideas. On 
his second try, he skirted around the 
bushes up to 773 feet to push DeRosa 
to second. 

The Open class seemed to have a bit 
more trouble. Thrown chains were a 
big problem. Keith Roessler and his 
972cc Honda found a good path on his 
first try though and went 805 feet for 
the win. 

The Exhibition class had 74 entries 
that ranged from 400 Yamahas to 
1565cc  Harley-Davidsons burning 
nitro and pulling metal paddle- 
equipped rear wheels. The paddles 
were mounted in several ways. Some 
were bolted directly to the tire, some 
were attached to chains and then put 
around the tire, but most striking were 
the ones welded on a mag type wheel. 


No one expected a bike over (if one 
made it at all) until the second round 
because of the roughness of the hill. 
But early in the class, two bikes passed 
the 600-foot mark and it began to look 
as if the marks would be higher than 
predicted on the mountain. 

The 21st rider out of the hole was 
Keith Roessler. He had changed tires 
on his 972cc Honda but was still 
burning gasoline. No one was really 
paying much attention to him; they 
were waiting for the big names to 
come up. 

Roessler looked strong leaving the 
line and went over the ledge at 350 feet 
easily. He passed the next ledge at 750 
still going strong, but everyone knew 
that he would not go over this early in 
the class. Roessler did not pay any 
attention to this; he just kept riding his 
Honda and climbling the famed hill. 
Finally, after a 1:20.39 run, he went 
over the top of the mountain and 
claimed the $1000 for first over. 
Roessler had a long wait ahead of him 
before he could also claim first place. 

The only rider to challenge him in 
the first round was Robert Day, Jr. on 
the 465 Yamaha that took him to the 
top last year. The mountain stopped 
him at 938 feet, two inches. 

The second round was a little more 
suspensful. Several riders passed 800 


feet and that is getting close to the 
easier part of the mountain. 

Butch Couture of California was 
one of the few riders who considered 
themselves too short. He flipped his 
750 Yamaha at 930 feet. Most riders 
thought they were too long for the dry 
conditions. Couture said that he was 
having trouble keeping the front end 
down and as a result had the best flip 
of the day and took third in the 
Exhibition class. 

Bill Harrison of California tried to 
give Roessler heart failure with his big 
Harley. He went to 1150 feet before 
coming to a stop. Even if he had gone 
over, Roessler was safe because 
Harrison had gone out of bounds at 
806 feet.
